Soybean Inoculation Is 

Being Urged This Year 

Lake County fiarmers were urged 
today by ' Ray T. Nicholas, Lake 
county farm advisor, to inake sure 
that all soybean seed planted this 
spring is properly inoculated, espe- 
cially on land that has not repeatedly' 
grown the crop. , ''. ' I " 

The largest possible prodiictloii. of 
soybeans is vitally important with the 
worst shortage' of ^ fats ■ arid oils < ini-" 
pending since the start of; the. war, ac- 
cording to Nicholas. Supplies' of 
butter, lard and other ishortenirig are 
expected to shrink rapidly this sum- 
mer. The 1945 soybean -acreage . wUl 
remain about the: same, as 1944, yet. 
soybean dl must make ,up a large 
part of the shortage. 

"Inoculation is a cheap insurance 
of lop soybean production," said Nich- 
olas. Experiment ; station tests indi- 
cate yields on 'the average will be in- 
creased by..;ip -tor 15 percent, some 
times much mo'reT •;]■-. 

"Inoculatiori also plays an import- 
ant part in maintaining soil nitrogen, 
an important consideration when the 
fertility of many soils is under heavy 
drain due to the over cropping de- 
njand by the war. U is good business 
and it is patriotic for every fanner to 
produce every possible pound of fats 
for this last big push. 

"Inoculation by either commercial 
cultures or by the use of properly in- 
oculated soil can be effecUve, but 
commercial inoculants require much 
iess labor, an important point this 
year. To be. sure of obtaining them, 
inoculants should be ordered early,"

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DonH Blame It All on the General 

Quite an uproar has been caused by a recent mag- 
azine article (Cosmopolitan, for Marcli) calling' attention 
to conditions in various hospitals under the charge of 
the Veterans' Administration. I i 

The air is still full of accusati6ns and denials, with 
a general tendency to heap all the blame on the head 
of the Administration, General Hines, and on the heads 
of the various hospitals. Perhaps that is where it comes 
to rest technically, but we've just been wondering if a 
little of it doesn't also belong to you, and to us, and to 
all the rest of the citizens of the country, as the author- 
ity BACK of General Hincs and his staff? 

Maybe we're wrong, but it seems to us that our 
wounded and ill war veterans arc entitled to the best 
care that we can possibly give them. 

In order that they may be assured of such care, 
it is our simple belief that it is necessary for every 
worker in the veterans' hospitals, not only the "big 
shots" but the little ones, too — the orderlies, kitchen 
staff — in fact just about everybody on the place — to do 
their part in keeping things going right for the pa- 
tients. This applies to the courtesy and consideration 
which they are entitled to receive,, as well as to the 
medical services or other care which they may require. 

It has been said, and it is no doubt true, that the 
veterans' hospitals are overcrowded. A building program 
is being inaugurated to provide additional hospital space 
in various parts of the country, but will probably not 
bring relief immediately,* It may perhaps be relieved by 
the taking over of additional buildings already construc- 
ted or by utilizing Army and Navy buildings that may 
be vacated from time to time. Nevertheless, the jpiroblem 
of space will probably be a serious one ahd one that will 
require careful management on the part of the Veterans' 
Administration if hospital facilities arc to be available 
to all who require them. 

It has also been said that the hospitals are under- 
staffed and inadequately staffed. While the problem of 
medical personnel is a serious one, perhaps something 
could be done here along the line of the Army and Navy 
programs for instructing medical corpsmon and phar- 
macists' mates. And here is where some of the rest of 
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us might be able to help out, much in the same way 
that tlie nurses' aides have been called in to help in the 
civilian hospitals, or periiaps on a full time basis. , 

A group of women from Round Lake Beacli has 
already made inquiry as to whether arrangements' could 
be made for them to devote at least one day a week to 
working at Downey hospital. 

Occupational tlierapy and recreational programs 
for the veterans are already receiving the attention of 
a number of organizations. 

The Noi^th Lake County chapter of the American 
Red Cross is issuing a call for a new group of volun- 
teers for the Grey Ladies at the present time to take a 
course in occupational therapy and recrea,tional therapy, 
which, in turn will be taught to patients in the wards. 
Registrations will be held in the chapter headquarters in 
Waukegan April IB, 19 and 20, from 7 to 8:30 p. m., 
under the charge of Mrs. Ruth Harmon. 

The American Legion and its auxiliary have for 
many years made it their custom to hold parties and 
special entertainments for the men in the veterans' hos- 
pitals. That such evidences of though tfulness on the part 
of their fellovy citizens are a comfort to the men is evi- 
denced by a letter which the Antioch auxiliary received 
from one of the patients at Downey and which was 
printed in the Antioch News issue of March 14. 

Other patriotic and civic groups have also at vari- 
ous times made it a point to sponsor plans or projects to 
aid the hospitalized ex-service men directly or indirectly. 

An attitude of increased helpfulness and practical 
cooperation on the part of the general public will per- 
haps go further than a vast deal of criticism in making 
sure that the veterans receive the consideration and the 

aid they have earned.

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Re-forestration Among 

Conservation Problems 



By Alan Thain 

The history of forestry started in 
Europe many years ago. The people 
there recognized the value of the 
forests in soil protection, recreation, 
wildlife propagation, nnainlenance of 
Avater supply and for lumber; and so 
made a plan whereby they could have 
a continuous supply of trees. 

Many years later the United States 
saw their forest lands dwindle and be- 
gan to work on forest restoration and 
propagation. 

In Illinois ther-c are three state 
fbrests. now, which arc taken care of 
by the Department of Conservation, 
Division of Forestry. One of the jobs 
of the Division is reforestation. Be- 
sides raising enough seedlings for the 
state forests this division raises trees 
to be sold to Illinois land owners for 
making new forests or renewing old 
ones. The trees are sold at a very 
moderate price ($5.00 per 1000) with 
the following requirements: 

1. Trees are to be planted for esta- 
blishing a new forest, or improvement 
of a forest already existing, and are 
not to! be used for ornamental or land- 
scaping purposes. 

2.Trees may be sold as Christmas 
trees, ■ posts, logs or other products, 



but they must not be moved or re- 
sold with roots attached. 

3. The planted area will be protect- 
ed from fire, trespass, and grazing t)y 
domestic livestock. 

4. For the purpose of inspecting 
the planted area, the State Depart- 
ment of Conservation, Division of for- 
estry, will be given unrestricted ac- 
cess to the property on which these 
trees are planted. 

Anyone who has land which will 
grow nothing else or that is eroding 
away can use it in at least one way, 
by foresting it. Then in future gener- 
ations it will useful in producing 
lumber, and wildlife; maintaining a 
steady water supply; preventing soil 
erosion; and providing' recreation.
